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Jews On Offensive, 
Ambush Attackers 
Ist Time In History

JERUSALEM. — Jewish settlers 
last week ambushed an Arab band 
approaching their colony to launch 
an attack, killing ten» bandsmen 
and wounding four others, as dis- 
orders in other parts of the country 
took the lives of four British sol- 
diers, three Jews and four Arabs. 

The colonists, informed in ad- 
vance of the raiders’ plans, attack- 
ed the band as it approached the 
Maoz settlement near Beisan, not 
far from the Transjordan frontier. 
No Jewish casualities were report- 
ed. It was the first time within 
memory that Jewish colonists took 
the offensive against a marauding 
Arab band. 

A 20-year-old Jew, who came 
here three months ago from Ye- 
mon, was killed by three Arabs 
who entered a grove near Beha- 
draga in the vicinity of Rehoboth. 
A 26-year-old wireless operator Jew 
wounded in Tiberias died while his 
wife was giving birth. 


Mme. Harand Noted

Irene Harand, Catho- 
lic founder of the World Movement 
against Racial Hatred and Dis- 
tress, arrived here last week to 
establish the headquarters. of her 
organization and to make perma- 
nent residence. 

Mme. Harand, the daughter of 
a well-to-do Viennese family, hap- 
pened to be lecturing in England 
last march when Hitler accomp- 
lished the Austro-German An- 
schluss. She continued her activ- 
ities in Europe, selling her jewels 
to meet organization expenses. 
She was met on her arrival on the 
liner Paris by representatives of

launched in Vienna in 1930, has at- 
tracted thousands of supporters in 
many countries. At the time of 
Anschluss it had 30,000 members 
in Vienna and vicinity. Her news- 
paper, Gerechtigkeit (Justice), 
which is published in Czechoslo- 
vakia, France and Sweden, has sub- 
scribers in 38 countries.

The convention asked in a res- 
olution that the congress be held 
in “some other country where the 
progress of psychology ‘as a branch 
of science is not hindered by a gov- 
ernment hostile to the tradition of 
free and unimpeded scholarship.”

Orchestra May Play 
At N. Y. World Fair

TEL AVIV.— Opening its third 
season on Oct. 11, the Palestine 
Symphony Orchestra, founded by 
Bronislaw Huberman with musi- 
cians in exile from Germany and 
conducted for two series of con- 
certs by Arturo Toscanini, is plan- 
ning to move into a permanent 
home and looking forward to pos- 
sible appearances at the New York 
World’s Fair. 

The Tel Aviv municipal authori- 
ties have granted a plot of land for 
construction of a concert hall for 
the orchestra.. Gifts from German 
Jews and from Dr. M. Adler of 
Chicago have enabled the orches- 
tra to lay the foundation of a Li- 
brary of Orchestra Music, which 
already contains a fairly good col- 
lection of standard works, but is 
still far from complete. 

The possibility that the orches- 
tra might appear at the Palestine 
Pavilion of the World’s Fair was 
discussed by its general manager. 
Dr. Simon, in an interview. 

“It is quite possible that on the

NEW YORK.—American Jews 
will no longer be able to send Rosh 
Hashonah cables of fixed text to 
Austria for $1 since Austria is now 
a part of Germany, whose tele- 
graph system refuses to deliver 
such messages. The Federal Com- 
munications Commission disclosed 
that Western Union Telegraph 
Company would be obliged to dis- 
continue the special service effec- 
tive Sept. 19. 

The service consists of sending 
any one of 12 fixed Rosh Hashonah 
messages for $1. It is still in ef- 
fect for Britain, Ireland, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Latvia, 
Lithuania and Poland.

Often this requires 
retraining. One former secretary 
to a German minister is now a 
stenographer.

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Boycott Sentiment 
Growing; Reprisal 
Threatened By Italy

LONDON. — A strong protest 
against the Italian Government’s 
anti-Jewish policy was coupled by 
the Jewish Peoples Council 
Against Fascism and anti-Semitism 
with threat of a boycott of ‘Italian 
goods in the event the policy is 
pursued. 

Replying to an ediorial in Gior- 
nale d’ Italia, the Council asserted: 
“In the event the Italian Govern- 
ment pursues its present course, 
boycotting of Italian goods is the 
only method to implement protest, 
but such a step will be taken in 
conjurction with other Jewish bod- 
ies, to which end the Council is 
taking appropriate steps.” 

The Federated Burial Society, 
meanwhile, took measures to boy- 
cott Italian marble in the making 
of monuments and memorials. In 
a letter to members, tiie society 
asked that it be notified concern- 
ing orders for, monuments to be 
erected in Jewish cemeteries, an- 
nouncing that after Friday it in- 
tends to forbid .erection of memo- 
rials made of Italian marble “un- 
til the inhuman persecution of the 
Jewish people in Italy ceases.” 

The Daily Telegraph reports 
from Rome that 300 wealthy Jew- 
ish business men of Trieste have 
emigrated to the Baltic states and 
Australia. The Milan newspaper 
Corriere della Serra declares that 
all Italian insurance companies are 
controlled by a Jewish bloc whose 
capital runs into billions of lire, 
asserting that “this state of af- 
fairs must cease in the interests 
of the Italian race.” 


Rome Threatens Reprisals

boycott of Italian products abroad 
would bring serious consequences 
for the Jews in Italy was given 
this week.

ation of the Italian Jews most 
grave.” 

The Government mouthpiece, 
Giornale d'Italia, declared: “The 


fate of the Italian Jews is still in 
suspense, but if the Jews of both 
worlds make inconsiderate ges- 
tures, the Jewish situation in Italy 
will become rather serious.” 


Education Minister Giuseppe 
Bottai urged provincial governors 
to eliminate textbooks by Jewish 
authors from public and private 
schools. Exodus of foreign Jews, 
in compliance with the Italian de- 
cree giving them six months to 
leave the country, was well under 
way in leading cities. In Bologna, 
109 Jewish foreigners out of a to- 
tal Jewish population of 825 were 
making final preparations for their 
future departure. 

It was announced officially that 
the decree permitting Jewish stu- 
dents already registered in univer- 
sities to continue their studies does 
not apply to foreigners, most of 
whom have already left Italy. Sus- 
pension of Jewish professors, un- 
der the decree closing the Italian 
educational system to Jews, con- 
tinued with dismissal of 11 instruc- 
tors at the University of Bologna.

Wisconsin, who recently launched 
the National Progressive Party, 
with an address titled “A Chal- 
lenge”. “The Crisis of the Labor 
Movement” will be the subject of 
Max Lerner, editor of The Nation 


and Professor of Political Science |° 


at Williams College, who will ap- 
pear here Sunday, Jan. 15. Dr. 
Frank Kingdon, President of New- 
ark University, comes here Sun- 
day, Feb. 5, to speak on “Must We 
Prepare Youth for Future Wars?” 
On Sunday, March 5, Stanley 
High, former Director of the. Good 
Neighbor League, will speak on 
‘Is Capitalism on the Way Out?” 
Dr. Frederick L. Schuman, wide- 
ly known interpreter of current 
world affairs, will be the sixth and 
closing speaker; he will appear 
here Sunday, April 2, and will 
speak on “Problems of American 
Foreign Policy.” 

The Open Forum Committee in 
its announcement again called at- 
tention to the fact that it is con- 
ducted on a non-profit basis and is 
open to the general public.

And who, despite his years, still dreams 
of one day writing the authoritative history of American 


Jewry. ... As a youth he wanted to be an archaeologist. 
... Reveled in detective yarns. ... Played a bang-up game of 
ping pong. . . . when he traveled, wrote daily letters to his 
mother. . . . Is believed to have preserved all correspondence 
with Mrs. Cyrus Adler since days of their courtship. 

Has probably the largest correspondence of any Jewish lead- 
er with leading figures the world over. .. . Much of his read- 
ing is done on trains while shuttling back and forth between 
New York and Philadelphia. Reads and painstakingly 
criticizes student manuscripts running as high as 50 to 75 
thousand words. . . . Has never worked on the Sabbath, even 
during two decades of employment in the government service 
(the Smithsonian Institute, etc.). ... Was closely associated 
with the late Samuel P. Langley, aviation pioneer. .. . Among 
his students at Johns Hopkins when he taught there after 
graduation was the late Newton D. Baker and others who 
were to become famous in various walks of life... . When 
he is stirred to wrath at someone, dictates a letter to his 
secretary that would burn asbestos, revises it several times, 
then, likely as not, tosses it into the wastebasket. ... Is 
esteemed in many coutries as an unofficial statesman. ... A 
Rumanian diplomat happened to be calling upon him dur- 
ing a particularly disturbing period in the Rumanian Jewish 
position. . . .

SCIENTIST DEAD

LONDON.—Prof. Ludwig Borch- 
ardt, founder and director of the 
German Institute of Egyptian Arch- 
aeology, has died in Germany at 
the age of 74, according to the 


Berlin newspaper Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung. Dr. Borchardt was 
married to the former Mimi Cohen, 
whose mother was related to the 
founders of the banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb and Company.

She startled me when she asked 
me the question. She was very 
pleasant and I’m sure she was in- 
nocent of any ulterior motive. 

“Is it true,” she wanted to know, 
“that so many Jews are coming 
into the United States now.” 

Had she been a casual friend, 
an office worker, or a student in- 
terested as a matter of informa- 
tion, I would have answered and 
not have given the matter a sec- 
ond thought. But she was neither 
of these. She was president of a 
reasonably large firm. And it is 
only another step in logic to infer 
that she had been hearing rumors, 
malicious ones probably, about the 
huge influx of German and Aus- 
trian Jews into the United States. 

So I took time to assure her 
about the quota, about the require- 
ment of affidavits swearing that 
the newcomer would not become a 
public responsibility, and even un- 
to telling her the situation in Eng- 
land where Jewish immigrants 
from Germany had given work to 
25,000 Britons. 

As I talked to her my brow 
wrinkled with troubled thoughts. 
“She was tolerant enough to want 
to know the facts. How many, oth- 
ers, hearing the same dastardly 
lies, gobble them down with com- 
plete credulity. And so on until 
the inevitable question, “Can It 
Happen Here?” 

A great many people have posed 


that question to me. My honest 
answer now is “Yes”. Jews of 
Germany, and Jews of Austria 


were just as sure their countrymen 
would abjure Nazism the day be- 
fore its actual advent as we are 
now that nothing of the sort can 
find a place in democratic Ameri- 
can life. 

Hatred is an awful thing. Almost 
unconsciously I have been put on 
the defensive. Whenever any mat- 
ter in connection with Jews is 
mentioned by my _ non-Jewish 
friends, I hasten to explain. I won- 
der, had my subconscious mind 
admitted the potentialities in the 
United States for fascism before 
my conscious mind yielded to the 
obvious logic.

The Reason Why The East Is Losing The Leadership 


F a concrete example were needed for the log- 
ic behind the revolt of Western Jewry from 


the hegemony of the Atlantic Seaboard, it might 
be found in an article in a recent issue of The 
Jewish Advocate, of Boston, Mass. 


Written by Jacob Prager, the article excorci- 
ates Jewish employers for refusing to hire Jew- 
ish help. The article is another expose of that 
most disgusting of traits among Jewish employ- 
ers in the East. For some time, now, many at- 
tacks have been made on this evil, and to this 
paper, the evil and the fight against it, have been 
interesting and curious. Interesting because 
they reveal a type of Jew whose ancestors never 
ventured west of the Alleghenies, and curious 
because that Jew has never been a member of 
any community with which this paper has come 
in contact. 


To be frank, thé difference between many East- 
ern Jews and the Jews of what really constitutes 
the Jewish community of the United States can 
be ‘epitomized in this one selfish, myopic type 
of employer. Jewish employers of Kentucky and 
Indiana are glad to give work to a fair share 
of Jewish employees. Were it otherwise, the 
store or factory owner would be shamed so 
quickly that his position would actually be unten- 
able not only from the Jewish but even from the 
non-Jewish standpoint. 

So there you have the story. New York will 
never regain leadership in American Jewish af- 
fairs. But rather as the Jewish communities 
become more awake to their responsibilities and 
privileges, a greater and greater share of Jewish 
leadership and direction will emanate from Pitts- 
burgh and Westward.

OR the first time, to this paper’s knowledge, 
the National Coordinating Committee, headed 


by Prof. Joseph P. Chamberlain, has gone to the 
public press with notices of its activities. Here- 
tofore, preferring to work quietly and effectively, 
the Committee has shunned public notice.

A. A. Roback Discusses The Jewish Student 
And The Opening of The School Year.—With the 
re-opening of college, I think students will be in 
a@ quandary as to what to take up. The fresh- 
man, perhaps, will not be so much concerned 
as the sophomore and junior.

I have known of at 
least several Jewish youths who simply could not 
make the grade but attributed their rejection to 
their Jewishness. Gullible and doting parents 
bewail the lot of their son or daughter, but in 
reality they should deplore their own indulgence. 
Deserving Jewish students do find their way into 
college; undeserving students should not be 
there. 

Only a couple of weeks ago, a college-trained 
mother and her daughter, a sophomore at a Bos- 
ton college, implored me to do something so 
that the girl could transfer to an institution of 
the first rank. Neither of them had I seen be- 
fore, yet the zeal of the young student was so 
genuine that I called up some influential friends 
in the University to ask their advice in the mat- 
ter. I felt the girl should have been admitted 
in the first place, on the strength not only of 
her studiousness but by virtue of*her outside 
activities, which always count with ‘entrance 
committees. 

Of course it would have been impolitic to do 
anything direct about it. No personal interven- 
tion should be so much as thought of in this con- 
nection; and it was gratifying to hear both from 
the mother and the young lady to the effect that 
their dearest wish had been fulfilled. The trans- 
fer was accomplished with no loss in standing 
for the student. 

This goes to show that we are in a fair coun- 
try after all, and the attitude toward students 
in any American college (aside from occasional 
private animosities) has been and will remain 
unexceptionable. For that matter even anti-Se- 
mitic professors in Czarist Russia could not. alto- 
gether crush their academic ideals, and in many 
instances awarded medals to Jewish students.

“Shame on you!” she shouted, 
rising from her chair near the 
front of the auditorium. “You are 
not Christians.

Policemen escorted the woman 
to the lobby, where she told Te 
porters she was Lily Tomkins of 
925 Park avenue. She said she had 
heard of the bund’s activities, but 
had come to see for herself. 

She refused to accept a refund 
of the twenty-five cents she paid to 
get into’ the meeting.
